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Health  Center  Cuts  Service 


Due  To  Space,  Understaffing

Saturday  clinic  services,  with 
the  exception  of  emergency  cases, 
have  been  discontinued  at  the 
Howard  S.  McDonald  Student 
Health  Center,  according  to  Dr. 
Cloyd  C.  Hofheins,  Health  Center 
director. 

Citing  understaffing  as  the  cause 
of  the  cutback,  Hofheins 
commented,  “We  have  five 
full-time  physicians.  Three  years 
ago  we  had  nine.”  In  that  time,  he 
continued,  student  enrollment  has 
increased.  He  added  that  the 
Health  Center  itself  is  “too  small” 
to  completely  handle  student 
needs. 

Hofheins  commented  that  those 
desiring  to  see  a doctor  are 
sometimes  required  to  wait  for 
attention  as  a result  of  the  size  of 
the  Health  Center  staff.  “We  work 
at  top  efficiency  as  far  as  we 
possibly  can,”  he  continued.  He 
added  that  each  clinic  has  a full 
schedule  of  appointments  to  meet 
daily.  The  average  appointment, 
he  said,  lasts  about  ten  minutes. 

Studies  about  expanding  Health 
Center  facilities  have  been  going 
on  for  four  years,  according  to 
.Hofheins,  but  “no  definite 
decisions”  have  been  made  yet. 

Hofheins  also  commented  on 


the  cost  to  students  who  require 
medical  treatment  at  theHealth 
Center.  “We  hold  costs  to  a 
minimum,”  he  said,  comparing 
the  maximum  $2  charge  for  a 
Health  Center  office  visit  to  the 
“downtown”  price  which  he 
estimated  at  $7.50. 

He  also  described  efforts  to 
inform  the  student  body  'about 
Health  Center  services.  “We  4o  a 
lot  to  try  to  inform  them,”  he 
said.  A representative  from  the 


Health  Center  visits  each  Health 
130  class  on  the  first  day  class  is 
held  to  explain  Health  Center 
facilities  and  services. 

In  addition  to  this,  services  are 
explained  in  the  academic 
catalogue  and  students  are 
welcome  to  make  inquiries  at  the 
Health  Center  itself.  Hofheins  also 
mentioned  efforts  to  reach 
students  through  Y-group  leaders, 
student  body  officers,  bishops, 
and  housing  officials. 
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He  received  his  B.A.  degree 
from-  the  University  of  Texas 
where  he  was  Phi  Beta  Kappa. 

He  was  a Woodrow  Wilson 
Fellow  to  the  Fletcher  School  of 
Law  and  Diplomacy  of  Tufts  and 
Harvard  University  . and  received 
his  M.A.,  LLD,  and  Ph.D.  from 
the  Fletcher  school. 

In  1966  and  1967  he  was  a 
Fulbright  lecturer  in  international 
law  and  politics  at  the  University 
of  the  Philippines  in  Manila. 

BYU  sends  sixty  delegates  to 
the  conference.  Students  who  sign 
up  Thursday  will  get  to  pick  the 
country  they  will  represent,  but 
regular  registration  is  Friday  in 
the  Reception  Area  of  the 
Wilkinson  Center. 

The  program  will  begin  at  noon 
Friday.  After  Dr.  Reagan’s  speech, 
students  will  divide  into  two 
committees  to  discuss  such  topics 
as  the  admission  of  Red  China  to 
the  United  Nations,  the  Mid-East 
situation,  apartheid  and  the 
international  control  of  drugs.

Strike  Halts  Mail  Service  To  New  York 


A strike  by  the  letter  carriers  union  has  made  mail 
service  to  New  York  City  inoperable.  That  means 
that  BYU  students  cannot  send  any  kind  of  mail  to 
the  following  areas:  all  in  New  York  City,  Flushing, 
Far  Rockaway,  Jamaica,  Long  Island  City,  Staten 
Island,  Mineola,  Hicksville  and  Riverhead. 

Second,  third  and  fourth-class  mail  may  not  be 
sent  to  any  post  office  in  the  state  of  New  York. 


Packages,  newspapers,  printed  matter  and  magazines 
cannot  be  sent  to  that  state. 

The  superintendent  of  Postal  Services  for  Provo 
said  students  should  expect  to  have  trouble 
receiving  mail  from  their  families  and  friends  in  the 
New  York  area. 

The  strike,  believed  to  be  the  first  in  post  office 
history,  halted  mail  in  the  nation’s  largest  city 
despite  a federal  injunction  and  in  opposition  to 
federal  law.

A new  faculty  member  who  just 
returned  from  Soviet  Central  Asia 
will  discuss  his  expereinces  there 
at  the  Asian  Colloquium  today  at 
4 p.m.  in  321  Wilkinson  Center. 

David  Montgomery,  who  joined 


the  Asian  Studies  Dept,  faculty 
this  semester,  spent  three  and  a 
half  months  in  Tashkent— the  first 
American  student  to  study  in  the 
Soviet  town  of  one  and  a half 
million  people. 


Under  a grant  from  the 
International  Research  Exchange 
Board,  Montgomery  went  to 
Tashkent  to  gather  information 
on  the  local  Uzbek-Turkic 
language  as  research  for  his 
doctoral  dissertation  at  Indiana 
University.  Turks  make  up  70  per 
cent  of  the  population  there. 

He  believes  studying  the 
thoughts  and  writings  of 
non-Russians  in  the  Soviet  Union 
may  open  new  areas  of 
understanding. 

In  an  interview  with  THE 
DAILY  UNIVERSE, -Montgomery 
discussed  the  attitudes  of  the 
Soviet  people  toward  the  United 
States. 


Student  Injured 

Ivan  Brower,  senior  in  physics 
from  Blackfoot  Idaho,  is  listed  in 
fair  condition  today  in  the  Utah 
Valley  Hospital  following  a 
motorcycle  wreck  Monday 
evening  which  cost  him  his  left 
leg. 

Brower  was  traveling  east  on 
7th  N.  on  his  one-week-old 
motorcycle.  At  the  intersection  of 
7th  N.  and  University  Ave.  he 
struck  a car  driven  by  Michael 
Nibley,  according  to  Officer 
Wesley  Tanner  of  the  Provo 
police. 

Brower’s  leg  was  severed  just 
below  the  left  knee  at  the  time  of 
the  accident;  Nibley  was  unhurt.

At  the  sound,  we  both  turned  toward  the  window  in  time  to  watch 
the  rider  slide  on  his  back  to  a stop  on  the  corner.  Although  only  a soft, 
muffled  thump,  the  sound  was  enough  to  send  us  both  to  the  phone 
directory  to  find  the  police  station  number  but  we  were  slow;  someone 
else’s  reactions  had  been  quicker  and  the  line  was  already  busy  with  the 
call. 

Perhaps  the  caller  had  lived  on  the  corner  a year  longer  than  we. 
Proficiency  is  born  of  experience  and  practice.  Within  seconds  the  wail 
of  the  siren  was  on  the  air  and  only  a minute  later  a patrol  car  arrived 
followed  closely  by  an  ambulance.  It  was  the  fastest  I have  ever  seen  a 
call  answered,  but,  as  before  observed,  proficiency  is  born  of 
experience. 

The  residents  on  the  corner  were  even  quicker  and  a tourniquet  had 
almost  stopped  the  bleeding  from  the  stump  of  the  moaning  rider’s  leg 
by  the  time  the  ambulance  attendants  applied  sterile  dressings  to  the 
exposed  end  and  prepared  to  move  him  to  the  ambulance  stretcher.  In  a 
few  minutes  the  crowd  had  dispersed,  the  ambulance  with  it’s  bleeding 
burden  had  raced  away  through  the  traffic  toward  the  hospital,  and  we 
who  live  at  the  scene  of  the  “accident”  every  day  were  left  with 
memories  and  more  than  a few  questions.  Why  “accident?” 

I don’t  know  if  citations  were  or  will  be  issued  because  of  this 
mishap.  The  point  is,  traffic  laws  were  conceived  and  passed  upon  in 
legislative  bodies,  whom  we  purport  to  support,  so  that  traffic  could 
move  from  place  to  place  without  great  danger  to  life  and  limb.  In 
almost  every  case  where  an  accident  involves  two  moving  vehicles,  there 
is  also  a violation  of  an  existing  traffic  code.  In  other  words,  accidents 
are  usually  caused  by  one  or  more  drivers  who  knowingly  disobey  laws. 

Accidents,  then,  are  not  really  accidents  at  all,  in  most  cases.  Some 
soothe  themselves  with  platitudes,  “accidents  happen.” 

The  rider  will  recover.  He  may  learn  to  walk  with  an  artificial  limb 
and  perhaps  in  later  life  be  confined  to  a wheelchair.  He  may  never 
enjoy  riding  motorcycles  again,  as  the  driver  of  the  car  might  never 
really  enjoy  driving.  But  they  will  adjust,  and  for  them,  life  will 
continue,  although  on  a different  level. 

But  I’m  not  writing  to  them.  I’m  writing  to  the  lady  whose  car  was 
full  of  kids,  so  full  she  couldn’t  see  in  any  but  two  directions,  forward 
and  to  the  left,  who  moved  her  car  into  the  intersection.  How  many 
cars  were  coming  toward  her?  What  happened?  It  was  close,  “Utah 
close.” 

I’m  writing  to  the  university  professor,  or  student,  who  has  had  a 
hard  day.  Anyone  who  has  had  a hard  day  is  entitled  to  get  home  a 
little  sooner,  isn’t  he?  After  all,  the  Prophet  made  these  streets  wide 
enough  for  everyone. 

I’m  writing  to  the  couple  who  didn’t  quite  stop  at  the  crosswalk.  To 
you  I say,  just  'watch  out  for  one  man.  At  least  don’t  hit  him.  For  a 
while  he’ll  be  in  a wheel  chair,  but  later  he  may  walk  with  the  slower 
gait  of  a man  with  an  artificial  leg.  He  may  not  be  any  more  deserving 
than  others,  but  he  is  one  man  who  truly  knows  that  “Courtesy  Saves 
Sorrow.”  We  need  men  like  him.

The  Silent  Black  Majority:

It  is  fair  to  say  that  what 
happened  on  the  basketball  floor 
at  Colorado  State  was  no  more 
representative  of  the  black 
majority  than  the  violent  attack 
last  week  on  Negro  children  being 
bused  to  school  in  Lamar,  S.  C., 
was  representative  of  the  white 
majority. 

Blacks  at  Colorado  State 
disrupted  an  athletic  contest, 
made  obscene  gestures  and  threw 
a Molotov  cocktail;  150  whites  in 
South  Carolina  wielded  ax 
handles,  threw  rocks  and 
overturned  two  school  buses  full 
of  black  children.  Yet  it  is 
probably  true  that  the  white 
majority  and  the  black  majority  in 
America  would  deplore  both 
hateful  outbursts. 

With  respect  to  black 
leadership,  the  point  should  be 
made  that  Stokely  Carmichael  and 
H.  Rap  Brown  are  no  more 
representative  of  blacks  than  Gen. 
Edwin  Walker  and  George  Lincoln 
Rockwell  are  of  whites.  Yet  some 
whites  respond  to  blacks  as  a 
unity,  as  if  they  were  all  militants. 

Prevalent  Attitude 

A rather  prevalent  attitude 
among  whites  is  that  “blacks  have 
gone  too  far”  or  that  “blacks  are 
out  to  destroy  America.”  It  is  as  if 
all  of  black  America  were 


implicated  by  the  actions  of  a 
militant  minority  given  wide 
exposure  and  high  visibility  by  the 
mass  media.  How  useful  is  the 
Eldridge  Cleaver  stereotype  as  a 
basis  for  generalizing  about  the  20 
million  blacks  in  America? 

Although  H.  Rap  Brown  has 
threatened  that  “America  has  to 
come  around  or  black  people  are 
going  to  burn  it  down,”  the 
majority  of  blacks  repudiate  such 
approaches  to  the  racial  problem. 
(Only  15  per  cent  of  blacks  would 
participate  in  a riot,  according  to 
Louis  Harris.) 

The  fact  is  that  the  vast 
majority  of  blacks  are  not 
militants,  Maoist  revolutionaries, 
anarchists,  or  Black  Panthers. 
Most  blacks  do  not  riot,  loot,  gun 
down  “fascist  cops,”  and  gamble 
away  state  welfare  checks.  To 
assert  otherwise  is  equivalent  to  a 
black  accusing  the  white  majority 
of  belonging  to  the  Ku  Klux  Klan, 
the  American  Nazi  Party,  White 
Citizens  Counpils,  or  the 
Minutemen. 

Most  whites  simply  do  not 
occupy  their  leisure  hours  by 
hiding  caches  of  weapons, 
planning  vigilante  raids  in  case 
civil  authorities  fail  to  keep  “you 
know  who”  down,  working  out 
the  logistics  and  strategy  of 
counter-guerilla  urban  warfare  and 
practicing  on  rifle  ranges  so  they’ll 
be  ready  to  “stand  up  for 


America”  and 
Constitution.

Ark  is  literally  true. 

Persons  who  accompanied  the 
explorer  to  Ararat  last  summer  are 
careful  to  refer  publicly  to  his 
reported  discovery  only  as  an 
unspecified  artifact  of  great 
antiquity.  They  say  also  that  they 
are  willing  to  accept  that 
Navarra’s  wood  may  not  be  what 
he  thinks  it  is. 

In  private,  however,  several 
leaders  of  the  group  seem 
confident  that  Noah’s  Ark  indeed 
lies  beneath  heavy  ice  13,800  feet 
up  the  Turkish  Mountain.
